movements against Santiago and Porto 
Rico, the navy has important plans 
under consideration.

Santiago and Porto Rico have been cap- 
tured by themilitaiy forces, a fleet will 
be in readiness to descend upon the 
coast of Spain and the Canary Islands. 


This plan has been in contemplation

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 18—One 


element of nncertainty may as well be 
eliminated from the war problem, and 
that is the arrival of another Spanish 
fleet. If Spain were looking for a fight 
the erstwhile Cape Verde squadron 
would not now be in a bottle. Heaven 
and Ccrvera only know what he was 
looking for, but it was something 
vastly different from a fight; and as- 
sume that the poorer half of the Spanish 
navy will be sent to share a like bot- 
tling fate or to court certain destruc- 
tion, is to argueV reach of folly that 
even tbe desperation at Madrid is un- 
likely to compass. If Spain has any 
war plans they are not such as can 
check the United States. The likelier 
situation is that Spain has no definite 
plans, and is simply waiting for San- 
tiago to fall. If this event caa be 
staved off for a measurable period the 
Spanish government may be able to 
improve the deplorable condition of 
affairs at home. That is tbe only ave- 
nue lit by the flickering torch of Hope.

The commodore's occupation made

Thomas that the captain who distin- 
guished himself at Guantanamo bay 
was born. He has always been a marine 
since he •was olJ enough to carry a cul- 
lase.

"Very few people outside tho trade," 


said a leading wholesale dealei in hand- 
kerchiefs in Kow York to a reporter re- 
cently, "arc aware that tho consump- 
tion of handkerchiefs throughout the 
Uuitod States amounts to about 75,0^0 
dozen daily. 
This means 27,375,000 


dozen yearly, or 828,500,000 single 
bandkerchiofs. To satisfy this enormous 
demand there are always kept in stock 
in this city at least aoO,000,000 hand- 
kerchiefs. It would bu extremely diffi- 
cult to say what fiuch u supply of goodd 
is worth iu tbn aggregate, as handker- 
chiefs sell ut wholesale at anywhere 
from 80 cents to t-10 per dozen, accord- 
ing to quality nnd finish. But tho fig- 
ures which 1 have given you are uot 
exaggerated, and they throw a Btrong 
light 011 tho gigantic dimensions of an 
important branch of tbe dry goods busi- 
ness. 


"A comparatnely small number ot 


handkerchiefs are manufactured in this 
country, and those that are made her« 
pre mostly of the cotton and inferior 
silk variety. Tho finest silk goods are 
imported principally from Japan, which 
country sends us annually between 17,- 
000,000 and 18,000,000 'Japanese pon- 
gees.' The best cambric article comei 
fruni France and Belgium, and linen 
handkerchiefs come from the north of 
Ireland aud also from St. Gall, Switzer- 
land. 
Japanes-o silk handkerchiefs are 


v>orth from §:i to $-10 per rlozeu, while 
tho imported cambrics from Brussels 
sell for from $3 to $7 a dozen, and the 
cotton product manufactured in Penn- 
sylvania iiud Now Jersey may be had 
for 30 cents per dozen. 


"The capital invested in this busi- 


ness is immense. 
It 
may possibly 


amount to |100,000,000, but owing to 
the f.u-t that the trade is distributed 
nothing like accurate figures can be 
given. 
Them are Fix or seven firms in 


the dry goods di.strict which deal exclu- 
sively in handkerchiefs. Eut only two 
of these hou.-rs handle the domestic ar- 
ticle extensively.

The president has watched keenly the 
work, of the little band of murines on the 
crest of Satnnianera hill surmounting 
the harbor of (Juantanamo and today 
expresed the opinion that they had made 
u. record far beyond his expectations. He 
said he was proud of the battalion there 
and of. the work that had been accom- 
plished by them, lie called special atten- 
tion to the disadvantages under which 
they had fough, and added that under 
these circumstances he could not but 
pay high tribute to the valor and efli- 
clency of the marines.

llrst lieutenant.

The supply ship Celtic is enroute to 


the vluinity of Santiago de Cuba with 
200,000 pounds of fresh beef and mutton, 
kept in a tonipsirtmi'iit the temperature 
of which Is 10 deguees above zero; 300.000 
pounds Of fresh vegetables in a com- 
partment the temperature of which is 
kept at a maximum of 40 degrees, and a 
large quantity of Ice. The Celtic has 
aboard ales and wines for such of the 
nfttfers as may desire to purchase them, 
and a notion store from which the sea- 
men can secure at the prices which pre- 
vail in New York any little delicacy 
which they may need. 
. Cartridges which the Yale will take to 
Guantanamo will be used lo replace 
those used by the marine battalion now 
on shore. The cartridges, fit the Lee 
rifles and machine guns, so that they 
can be used for both. 


Upon the arrival of the Yale she will 


be used as a dispatch boat, and it is un- 
derstood she will be available, for such 
scouting service UK Rear Admiral Samp- 
son or the naval war board may deem 
advisable. 


The Yale now has a battery of eight 


live-inch guns beside several six-pound- 
ers, and will be able to do good work. It is 
expected, in holding up the enemy's 
ships. 


The dispatch of the Yale to the Car- 


ibbean sea. thelluffalo to New York and 
the Minneapolis to the northern patrol 
squadron effectually disproves the re- 
port that the navy department was or- 
ganizing at Hampton roads a Hying 
squadron for service in Spanish home 
waters. 


The war department is hastening for- 


ward the preparations at Fernandina, 
Fla., which will make that point one of 
the most advantageous in the country 
for the concentration of a large body of 
troops. It is said at the war department 
that the special board which Inspected 
Fernandina found the proposed camp 
-—oiimiu «n-suitable, bv natural condi- 


tion and surroundings, that several 
thousand troops could be accommodated 
there today If It were necessary to insti- 
tute the camp at once. The department 
calculates that the grounds will accom- 
modate 20,000 troops when all prepara- 
tions are completed. 


The war department will give no in- 


timation as to how soon orders wlll.be 
issued for concentrating troops at Fer- 
nandina. but officials apparently take 
it for granted that they, will come very 
soon, now that the camp grounds are 
being put in readiness. It doubtless will 
be the rendezvous for those troops at 
Chlckamauga and elsewhere which have 
been ordered to receive their full equip- 
ment. The various preparations have as 
their main object the departure of, a 
large expedition to Porto Rico at an 
early date. It was confidently stated 
by high officials within the last day or 
two that it hoped the expedition could 
be so rushed as to get it away within the 
next 10 days. 


The progres of General Shatter's army 


of Invasion also comes in for much at- 1 
tention, both at the war and navy de- 
, 


partments, for there is joint interest in 
the time when the army can fully re-en- 
force the gallant band of marines now 
holding the fort at Guantanamo. No 
word Is possible from this expedition be- 
fore tomorrow or next day. and then 
only in case Admiral Sampson has suc- 
ceeded in repairing the cable at Guan- 
tanamo. The ollicials will not hazard u 
conjecture us to the exact time of ar- 
rival. They say only that it cannot be 
before tomorrow night at the earliest, 
and is more likely to be the day following 
and possibly Sunday.

Guantanamo Bay, June 14, via King- 


ston, Jam., June 1C.—However unpleas- 
ant the experience or unjustified by pre- 
cedence, the landing of this small de- 
tachment ot marines, mostly raw men, 
in the enemy's country has taught some 
lessons to the officers and men here, and, 
possibly, also to the authorities at Wash- 
ington. 
It has showed the Spaniards to be dar- 


ing bush fighters, and it haa proved that 
every American camp must be com- 
pactly built, and as well protected to re- 
sist night attacks as though in the 
Apucjie country, n uas ueveiopcu «.<rv- 
eral small defects in the navy guns under 
service conditions, and it has shown 
that, given a free rein with repeating 
rifles. M nervous troops can waste 10,000 
rounds of ammunition, killing shadows, 
in a single night, and not think even 
tlieii that they have done much shooting. 


Though the 16 dead Spaniards found 


by Lieutenant Nevilles' men wore reg- 
ular uniforms, most of those seen in the 
daylight attacks wore scarcely anything 
except big plantain leaves found around 
their foreheads in lieu of hats. This 
acted an an effective disguise In the 
bush. Others, stripped to a pair of dirt- 
colored trousers, tied branches around 
their waists, reaching shoulder high, 
and, nmvinK very cautiously, they could 
even cross open ground without being 
detected, though some of them were 
caught at the game. 


Another trick was to make a moving 


screen uf two or three big palm leaves, 
almost impossible 
to detect where 


stunted palm everywhere rises out of 
the chapparal. 


The Cuban auxiliaries were most use- 


ful in pointing out these tricks. There 
are 60 of these men now in camp, mostly 
negroes, with Cuban officers. They ar£ 
hawk-eyed woodsmen, breaking even 
with the Spaniards in every device of 
bushoraft. The American marines, at 
first, wen- inclined to discount them. But 
this morning they spoke enthusiastically 
of the auxiliaries for their daring1. At 
night, in skirmish time, the marines 
say the Cuban auxiliaries go through the 
brush like rabbits. Their chief fault, 
however, is their reckless handling of 
the new magazine rifles.

SEWS FROM MAXIL.A. 


That Keceived at Madrid Confirms Ke- 


puilcd lnsuri;eut Successes. 


Madrid. June 16.—Advices received here 
today by The Liberal from Manila, under 
dale of Ju-ie 16, practically repeat the 
news contained in the dispatch of June 
15 from the Shangiiai correspondent of 
the London Dally Telegraph who for- 
warded upon that oc-casioa information 
which he had received from Manila up 
to June 8, saying thai on •une 5 the in- 
surgents forced the passage of the Za- 
pote river and captured Las Pinus and 
Paranaki, since which time the fighting 
between the insurgents and the Span- 
iardswas continuous.and the latter were 
being gradually driven in. The Liberal's 
dtspaUh explains that "in the face of 
Aguinaldo's superior forces the Span- 
iards were compelled to retreat." 


The Liberal correspondent also says: 


The fighting continues incessantly. There 
are skirmishes at intervals day and 
night, and lack of provisions has caused 
the Spaniards to yield at certain points. 
Both ammunition and food are both 
scarce. Nevertheless the Spaniards are 
animated by the best spirit and are fight- 
ing heroically. The wounded, who are 
crowding into the churches and con- 
vents, have been placed under the pro- 
tection of the ReTl Cross. 


It is reported that the archbishop has 


gone to the insurgents in the hope of 
moderating their animosity and pre- 
venting acts ot violence. The Jesuits are 
seeking places of refuge in the province 
of Batenzas, and the sisters are fleeing to 
places of safety in the province of La 
Guna. It is not expected that Manila 
will capitulate until the American troops 
arrive. 


The Impartial, in an editorial today, 


advises that talk of peace be deferred 
until the Yankees, who are a nation of 
shoemakers, have learned from exper- 
ience the real disadvantages of war, of 
which they have hitherto had but a mere 
foretaste. It says that when their troops 
are decimated by disease ancfspanlsh 
bullets, and their plans regarding the 
Philippines are vetoed by Europe, they 
will see that it will be to their best Inter- 
ests to offer an acceptable peace. 


The Imparclal thinks It strange that 


the government has received no con- 
firmation o£ the reported fighting at 
Caimanera. 


The newspapers again insist that a 


majority of the Spaniards are not In- 
clined to favor peace. On the contrary, 
they are more determined than ever to 
continue the struggle, being convinced 
that the faets are rapidly proving that 
the Americans are powerlesg to over- 
come the resistance of the garrisons in 
Cuba and Porto Rico, while they will 
be menaced by serious 
International 


complications If they presevere In their 
designs on the Philippines.

Reports received at the adjutant gen- 


eral's office show- that practically all 
the regiments now in the Held, and which 
are to be filled to their 
strength under the 
call for troops, have sent recruiting 
part;-s to the states from which the or- 
ganizations come to obtain the neces- 
sary men for this purpose. It will re- 
quire between 40,000 and fiO.OOii men to 
III! the existing organizations to their 
maximum strength. Meanwhile the war 
department is not making public the ap- 
pointment to the states under the second 
call for 75.000 men. 


After the regimental recruiting is well 


under way then the department will in- 
dicate to the states such new organiza- 
tions as may be desired. It is preferred 
that, as far as practicable, the men re- 
cruited under the second call first shall 
fill the existing regiments and not b^ 
given the option of choosing between 
them and any new organizations. There 
are a number of states and territories 
which will not be permitted to furnish 
troops under the second call, as their 
quota is already filled. 


The organization of the volunteer army 


made necessary the appointment from 
civil life a few less than 500 staff officers 
and second lieutenants. The enormous 
amount of work entailed upon the pres- 
ident and the war department, partic- 
ularly the adjutant general and his force, 
by these appointments can be imagined 
when it is known that for the 500 ap- 
pointments there were mure than 21,000 
applications. Every one of the appli- 
cants had to be briefed, arranged and 
filed, and before the appointments were 
made many of the applications had to 
be handled several times. Kaeh one had 
to be answered, and many of them were 
the subjects of considerable correspond- 
ence. 


The majority of the applicants had 


influential support, and the president, 
the secretary of war and Adjutant Gen- 
eral Corbin were obliged to discuss the 
appointments 
personally with 
the 


friends of the applicants. No regret is 
expressed in official circles that the taak 
is now approaching completion. 


Steps will be taken by the war depart- 


ment in a few days looking to the pay- 
ment of the claims of the several states 
and terrltorl^ for expenses incurred by 
them in the "subsistence anil mainten- 
ance of the volunteers prior to their 
inuster Into the, service of the United 
States. All such claims will be referred 
to a board consisting of any army officer 
designated by the secretary of war und 
an official of the treasury department. 
It will l>e the dutv ot the board lo urotect
